Meanwhile, the long-expected 
Communist offensive agalnst 
Tsingtao, which for several weeks 
has been the only major Nation- 
alist centre in Red North China, 
got under -way with violent at- 
tacks: against Tsimo, about 2¢ 
miles North of the port clty. 

The offensive came close on the 
heels of the withdrawal of Vice. 
Admiral Oscar C, Badger’s naval 
Units, including two light cruisers 
and several destroyers and trans- 
ports, from the harbour to some 
miles outside In order to avold 
being involved In China's civil 
war.

MINERS’ 
STRIKE 


Manchester, May 7. 

The number of workers. idle 
in Britain's State-owned — coal 
mines rose to 25,000 yesterday. 

The strike began a week ane 
when 260 miners refused to work 
because the National Coal Board 
rejected Uhelr demands for free 
coul for their families. The stop- 
paige sprend quickly across the 
Lancashite and Cumberland coul- 
Helds, 

Some pits closed in sympathy 
with the others bectuse — non- 
Union .maintenance men — were 
used in the pits closed by strikes. 

Sources close to feld authorities 
sald the strike is reducing the nao- 
tion's coal productlon by about 
50,000 tons a week. The total 
output by Britain's 725,000 mincts 
has been averaging well over 
4,000,000 tons a week of which 
3,500,000 tons are used at home, 
the rest exported. 

Mr. Ed.vin Hall, Miners’ Union 
Secretary cf Lancashire, told a 
strike meeting last night that he 
nas no deubt that the strike will

especially In the country districts 
“outback"—all seemed arguments 
for bringing Parlinment to the 
homes of the people. 

In spite of technical dimeuities, 
frum 60 to 80 per cent of the po- 
pulation frum the beginning re- 
eeived an adequate transmission, 
Soon 36 per cent of potential 
listeners were hearing some de- 
bates during a representative 
fortnight, and of these 72 per 
eent favoured continuation and 
only 14 per cent discontinuance. 

As in New Zealand, the fitst 
effect of broadcasting debates 
has been (o intensify criticism ot 
Parliament. There is too much 
personal abuse, there are too 
many unintelligible interruptions, 
in the “Canberra Bear-Garden.” 

The effect upon members of 
being on the air is also much the 
same.

takes, that led to death and 
havee in Malaya. It seems 
that the colonies still havt a 
vital role to play in the 
economy of the new Britain. 
Further, it looks as if 
the Homeland is now. mak- 
ing the same stand it 
would have made a few de- 
cades ago: “because we are 
not aggressive, do not think 
we will shrink from striking 
back if you menace our lives, 
rights and property.” 


At the same time the Bri- 
tish and Hong Kong govern- 
ments’ traditional policy of 
neutrality and non-interven- 
tion in China’s affairs is 
stressed. Not that this plain 
statement of fact will affect 
the Red fanatics, but the time 
is overdue when our case 
should be laid before world 
opinion. Our record in this 
particular region is not im- 
peccable, but on the whole 
we can be very proud of it. 
We are here by fight, and it 
is essential that not only are 
lives protected but also “the 
peaceful pursuit of legitimate 
trade through Hong Kong 
with. China.” : 


The Defence Minister voic- 
ed the dissatisfaction felt both 
here and in London that re- 
cruitment for the Defence 
Force. is. not producing 
as good results as hoped 
for, _ but — according to 
cabled despatches reaching 
here—he did not go into 
details. It seems as if not 
the willingness of volunteers 
but the complicated red 
‘tape leading up to attesta- 
tion is -at fault.

The next priority ought ta 
cover the areas most threatened.

Mediterranean Pact or a Middl 
Eastern Pact or both wilb need 
very careful consideration. 


The three vital countries are 
Greece, Turkey and — Persia, 
which march with the Southern 
fronticr of the Soviet Empire 
from the Adrlotie to Afghanls- 
tan. With them might well go 
Irnq; which, though not actually 
conterminous with Russia, would 
at ance, bein acute = danger ff 
Russia agoin penetrated Persia 
on the Tabriz side, and which, 
vice versa, might play o very 
Important — strategic role in any 
dofence off Persia by the Wes- 
tern Powers. 


The rest of the Levantine 
countries have been so much 
disorganised by the Arab.Jewish 
confllet that it would — probably 
be best to Ieave = them out for 
the present, but British alr 
bases, whether In the Suez Canal 
nrea oor dn Cyrenaiea or in 
Cyprus, ought to make an im- 
portant cantributlon to the 
Pact'’s defances.

There is coming to the Lee Theatre 
a film called “Song of My Heart”, based 
on the iffe of Peter Hylch Tchaikovsk!i. 
The film is an Allied Artists’ produc- 
tion made in America, and from the 
advance publicity matter I have ‘seen: 
i promises to bo a very good produc- 

ion. 

A newcomer to the American screen, 
Frank Sundstrom, plays the part of 
Tchatkovski. He has been a top-line 
film-star for some time in his native 
Sweden. As a musical biography of 
one of Russia’s best-loved composers, 
the pre-views from America rate this 
film very highly. 

Amongst the music to be heard are 
excerpts from his 4th, 5th and 6th 
Symphonies, the No. 1 B-Flat Piano 
Concerto, Swan Lake and Casse 
Noisette Suites, Capriccio Italienne, 
1812 Overture, Romeo and Julict Fan- 
tasle, the lovely Andante Cantabile and 
the Barcarolle. A __ representative 
enough selection to plense all but the 
most fastidious of tastes, surely! 

Audrey Long (a name new to me) 
plays the beautiful Italian girl: with 
whom Tchaikovski falls in love. She 
cnme to the screen as a result of a 
critique in a San Francisco newspaper 
relative to her performance in a 
‘Theatre Group presentation of “A Mid- 
summer Night's Dream”, In her own 
words, Audrey Long says "I appeared 
in that Shakespearian ploy shortly be- 
fore graduating {from High School. 
We staged the play at the little town 
of Saratoga and IT didn’t even know the 
papers were covering It. 

“Two days later I got a call from 
Hollywood. Max Reinhardt had heard 
of the nice things the reviewer had 
said of my performance in ‘A Mid- 
summer Night's Dream’, The ultimate 
result was work under Reinhardt and 
a studio contract”. Her part in the 
flim is that of Princess Amalya who 
not only falls in love with Tchaikovskl 
but also succeeds in helping him to get 
his music published. 

Sir Cedric Hardwicke appears in the 
film as Audrey Long's father, o part 
which gives him every opportunity to 
put over yet another polished: portray- 
al for which he justly has earned an 
enviable reputation.

theme communicated to the composer 
by 0 carpenter of the Government of 
Kalluga in Great Russia. 

All in all, then, Tchaikovskt has 
proved to be one of the great names in 
music and without that solemnity and 
macabre orchestration which charac- 
terised some of his contemporaries 
There is o quality of tenderness about 
his music, evidenced very well in the 
“Romeo and’ Julict’’ Pantasie. “The, 
Swan Lake” Ballet, of all ballets, must 
surely be the most popular in the re- 
pertoire. Whilst in np way decrying 
the choreography, it is, I feel, Tchat- 
kovskl’s music that sets the seal of 
charm and grace s0 permanently on 
this Ballet. However, enough has 
been sald of thls before by more quall- 
fied pens than mine, so, discretion be- 
ing the better part of a typewriter, 1731 
leave it at that! 

Perhaps the out-and-out purist will 
find it within him to quibble at any 
libertics taken with the story, but 
generally I think this is an excusable 
item. At least, Techaikovski’s” death 
from cholera {s authentic and in fact 
it occurred 10 days before the first 
performance of his last (No, 6) sym- 
phony. Many, like myclf, go to this 
type of film purely for the sake of the 
music, If the script-writers find 1t 
necessary to provide a story as a sort 
of peg on which to hang a story, does 
it matter? Those who are suMciently
